SECOND DAY. 
Morning Session. 

The Louisiana Annual Conference second day's session 
convened at 8:30 A. M., Thursday, January 27, 1916, m 
the First Street Church, Bishop W. P. Thirkield, D. D., 
LL. D., presiding. Professor M. S. Davage led the song 
service. 

The Bishop spoke on the place of the preacher and of 
the hymnal in the service, which was helpful In many ways. 
The secretary read the first day's journal, which was ap- 
proved. 

H. C. Gair and R. E. White reported. 

Both the treasurer and statistician announced that all 
reports were in, for which the Bishop complimented the 
conf erence and brethren as a sign of progress. 

Question 14 was called and J. A. Landry, J. W. Turner, 
R. C. Worsham and V. Chapman characters were 
passed. Each reported the work in their several districts, 
showing the growth and pointing out the several improve- 
ments, needs and hindrances, progress of the work. 

Henry Taylor, on behalf of the New Orleans district, 
presented Valcour Chapman with a purse as a token of 
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esteem and appreciation of his work. J. D. Pool presented a 
purse to B. J. Reddix, of the Shreveport district, and C. C. 
Landry presented one to J. 0. Richards, of the Alexandria 
district. Each one responded with thanks for the same. 

Upon motion of V. Chapman, J. L. Wilson and T. F. Rob- 
inson were appointed to bear fraternal greetings to the 
African Methodist Conference, now in session in this city. 

Mrs. W. P. Thirkield was introduced and given the 
chatauqua salute, after which she delivered words of wel- 
come and greetings from the Woman's Home Missionary 
Society, telling of its work as related to the entire church. 
W. Scott Chinn and G. G. Golston spoke relative to the 
address. 

Upon motion of T. A. Brown a special committee was 
asked to prepare suitable memoirs touching the death of 
Bishop Moore and Dr. M. C. B. Mason. 

Question 6 was called, and upon the report of Registrar 
B. M. Hubbard and the committee on conference relations, 
W. H. Jones and James A. Williams having met the disci- 
plinary requirements, were admitted into full membership. 

Question 4. Upon the recommendation of the committee 
on conference relations and motion of the district superin- 
tendents, J. S. Demento's credentials from the African 
Methodist Zion Church were accepted, and he wa sadmitted 
and placed in the studies of the third year. H. T. Wise, 
an elder from the Baptist Church, was admitted and placed 
in the studies of the third year. Stephen Powells was 
admitted from the A. M*. E. Church. Both were accepted 
as deacons. H. J. Brown, upon the proper recommendation, 
was readmitted upon his certificate of location. Thfe 
names of F. C. Blundon and F. C. Hamilton were withdrawn 
and all others, pending consultation with the Bishop and 
cabinet. 

The select committee in the case of N. McNeal reported 
its finding, which was "not guilty." 

The order of the day was called and the conference 
proceeded to elect delegates to the General Conference. 
The following were appointed tellers and instructd: J. D. 
Pool, T. B. O'Ville, T. A. Hampton, J. S. Weaver, M. C. 
Harrison, C. S. Stanley, and J. A. Lindsay secretary. 

By vote of the conference the tellers retired, with Secre- 
tary Lindsay accompanying. 

Dr. Fuller, dean of Sarah Goodridge Hospital, was intro- 
duced and spoke of the hospital and its work, and extended 
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an invitation to the conference to visit the same Saturday 
afternoon. Upon motion the same was accepted and W. 
Scott Chinn was appointed to arrange wtih the street rail- 
road company for special cars to convey the ministers and 
friends there in a body. 

Dr. Melden addressed the conference and gave in a strik- 
ing way valuable reasons why New Orleans University 
should receive the united support of all of our people, rather 
than Southern University, a Roman Catholic institution, 
which was trying in many ways to proselyte our people into 
Catholicism. The address was timley and very helpful. Dr. 
I. G. Penn, secretary Freedmen's Aid Society, on behalf of 
the committee, read the report, which was adopted. (See 
report.) 

Dr. John W. Butler, missionary to Mexico, was intro- 
duced and spoke interestingly of his work in Mexico, and 
told of conditions prevalent there, and laid as a reason for 
the same the lack of the open Bible and a common school 
where all the people might learn. He spoke in commen- 
dation of the address of Dr. Melden relative to the Southern 
University and Catholicism. Dr. P. F. Valdervana, president 
of the Theological Seminary of Mexico; Rev. and Mrs. J. P. 
Haver were in the party with Dr. Butler, and were intro- 
duced. 

Report of tellers showed that J. W. Turner received 115 
votes and was elected. 

The conference took another ballot, and the tellers reitred 
with instruction to report again at 2:15 P. M. 

W. Scott Chinn offered the following resolution relative 
to Jewish Relief Day, which was unanimously adopted and 
a collection taken for the same. The Bishop spoke favor- 
ably upon the same and indorsed it. W. Scott Chinn and 
B. M. Hubbard were appointed a committee to forward the 
same to the relief committee of this city.

Upon motion of V. Chapman, the appointment of the 
former list of conference board of stewards was reconsid- 
ered, and a part of a new list was submitted.

Question 36. Mansfield, Plaquemine and Donaldsonville 
were placed in nomination by T. B. Q'Ville, F. M. Lashing- 
ton and H. A. Sorrel, respectively, and each place ably 
represented. H. A. Sorrell withdrew his nomination, and 
by show of hands Mansfield was selected. 

The Bishop then addressed the class for admission into 
full membership, consisting of W. H. Jones and James A. 
Williams, which consisted of reading the rules of discipline 
and such advice as showed what such an event stood for 
in the life of the applicant. 

Bishop W. R. Lambert, of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South, was introduced. 

The fraternal representatives from the African Metho- 
dist Conference, in session in this city, were presented, 
consisting of Drs. G. W. Washington, J. R. Campbell, 
president Lampton College, H. R. Baranco, D. H. Butler, 
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H. H. King, J. T. Jordan, N. R. Fisher, S. J. Channel and 
Mrs. Emma Dixon. Dr. Washington introduced Dr. J. R. 
Campbell, who delivered an excellent address fraught with 
messages of good will, and pleaded for federation of all 
denominations. "Blest Be the Tie" was sung and the true 
spirit of cordial fellowship manifested. 

Bishop Lambert then addressed the conference, reviewing 
at length his work in Africa in company with John W. 
Gilbert. 

"Beloved, Now Are We the Sons of God" was sung. 

Dr. R. E. Jones spoke relative to the occasion, and made 
an announcement concerning the book concern and the 
Southwestern. 

Drs. J. L. Suton, I. L. Thomas, Hopkins and I. B. Grandi- 
son were introduced. 

Usual announcements and benediction by Bishop Lambert. 

Afternoon Session. 

The afternoon session began at 3 o'clock. C. C. Landry 
conducted the devotional exercise and introduced Dr. R. E. 
Jones, who addressed the conference on "The Rural 
Church", which put it in a new and interesting light. Col- 
lection and benediction by J. H. Thompson. 



FOURTH DAY. 

Morning Session. 

The fourth day's session of the Louisiana Annual Confer- 
ence conveded at 8:30 A. M., with Bishop W. P. Thirkield, 
D. D., LL. D., presiding. Professor Davage conducted the 
song service. 

The Bishop spoke on "The Preacher and His Bible," to 
the delight of all, and showed how the Bible may be made 
of greater value to every minister in his work. 

The journal of the previous day's session was read and 
approved. 

Question 24 was called and H. C. Armstead, Jules Benn, 
C. D. Crocket, Ed Fields, A. J. Johnson, C. W. Kershaw had 
their character passed and were continued in the same rela- 
tion. 

Report from the fifth ballot was heard. No election. The 
vote was taken and the tellers retired. S. S. Earl, acting 
secretary. 

Dr. J. N. C. Coggin was introduced and spoke for the 
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Temperance Society, after which M. L. Baldwin, chairman 
of the committee on temperance reported. 
(See report.) 

The Bishop read in open conference a letter from the New 
York branch of the book concern relative to the standing 
accounts of the ministers, and urged upon all to settle foi 
the same at once. 

D. S. Sloan was appointed collector. 

Rev Hanford Cook was introduced and represented the 
Americani Bible Society, by reading an interesting account 
from the field agent, Dr. J. P. Wragg, showing what had 
been done in the distribution of Bible and religious literature 
by the society. An opportunity was given the brethren of 
the conference to buy some Bibles and Testaments, which 
they did in a generous way. 

The result of the sixth ballot was announced and there 
being no election another vote was taken, after which the 
tellers again retired. 

Question 24 was resumed and Alexander Martin, Travis 
Larkins and S. Mitchell had their character passed and 
continued in the same relation. Brother Alexander Martin 
gave a good report of the work done by himself m Bayou 
Lacombe, and called attention to a lot that -vas formerly 
ours, but had been sold and the money disposed of. C. D. O. 
Bryant spoke concerning the same; also V. Chapman, after 
which by vote of the conference V. Chapman was authorized 
to make demand upon the trustees of the church m Mande- 
ville for the return of the amount ($55) to the conference 
* from the sale of said lot. 

G. J. Rogers had his character passed and continued in 
the retired relation. 

The result of the seventh ballot was read and Valcour 
Chapman having received 75 votes and W. Scott Chmn 
66, Chapman was declared elected. Vote was taken for 
"reserve delegates." 

Upon motion the two receiving the highest number of 
votes would be declared elected, the tellers retired. 

Bishop W. 0. Shepard was introduced and addressed the 
conference. 

Mr Williams, music dealer of Chicago, 111., was intro- 
duced • also Dr. P. M. Watter, president of Gammon Theo- 
logical Seminary, Atlanta, Ga., and addressed the conference 
at length upon the seminary and what it stood for m the 
training and helping young ministers to prepare for the work 
of the ministry. His address was well received and the 
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Bishop spoke commendingly of the same and urged upon 
the younger ministers taking advantage of the opportunity. 

The result of the ballot for two reserves was announced, 
and R. C. Worsham and W. Scott Chinn having received the 
highest number of votes cast were declared elected as such. 

Dr. R. E. Jones, editor Southwestern Christian Advocate, 
was again introduced and spoke relative to the books, which 
were on sale, and was given an opportunity to dispose of 
quite a number. Bishop Thirkield agreed to advance $25, 
and Dr. Melden $10, to those who desired them, but were not 
able at present to buy them, the same to be returned to both 
the Bishop and Dr. Melden within thirty or sixty days. 
Quite a number of the brethren, laymen as well,/ Jtoo'k) 
advantage of the offer. 

The members of the Lay Electorial Conference were 
introduced to the conference by H. Taylor, who introduced 
Mr. A. W. Zilton, the chairman, he in turn introducing 
Professor M. S. Davage, who spoke for them. By request 
V. Chapman responded to the same. 

B. M. Hubbard was elected president of the Conference 
Corporation for the quadrennium, with V. Chapman as first 
vice president, W. Scott Chinn secretary and J. O. Richards 
treasurer. (Lay delegates, M. S. Davage, J. R. Reynolds, 
T. Taylor, A. W. Brazier, with Mrs. Fannie A. Coopre, F. B. 
Smith and Susan Owens as reserve.) 

Question 5 was called and Charles Anderson and Robert 
Wilkins, students in Gammon Theological Seminary, upon 
the recommendation from the committee on conference rela- 
tion and qualification, and upon the record of grades report- 
ed through the faculty of Gammon, were received on trial 
and placed in the studies of the first year. 

Arthur Booker, Schooler J. Jackson and Allen Robinson, 
having passed a satisfactory examination, and upon recom- 
mendation of the committee were received on trial and 
placed in studies of the first year. 

Clarence Whalem was left to be used ais supply, but elected 
to deacon's orders. 

Upon motion of B. M. Hubbard, duly seconded, that here- 
after the district superintendentxs recommend for admis- 
sion only those who finished the academic course or its 
equivalent, was adopted. 

Question 28 was called and A. Vincent continued in the 
supernumerary relation. I. R. Scott was located. Robert 
Jones, W. H. Simmons and R. A. Taylor were changed from 
supernumerary to effective. W. C. Turner was placed on 
the reitred list, also H. J. Wright, H. C. Gair, A. Luster 
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and E. B. Richards. F. Walker gave a good report of his 
work in La Place and was continued on the retired list, also 
H. W. Welch. 

Upon motion of J. W. Turner, duly seconded, Frank 
Walker, having suffered greatly in the loss of his home, 
was recommended to the board of conference stewards for 
$200. 

The Preachers' Aid Society convened and the roll was 
called and the yearly assessments collected, after which the 
conference was called to order. 

F. T. Chinn offered a resolution of condolence and sym- 
pathy touching the death of Mrs. Bishop Hartzell, which 
was adopted, and upon motion a telegram was to be for- 
warded to the Bishop expressing the deep sympathies of the 
conference. 

President J. C. Clark, of Southern University, was intro- 
duced and spoke briefly relative to what the State was 
doing for the education of the Negro through the University. 

W. Scott Chinn reported relative to the arrangements 
made for carrying the conference to visit Flint-Goodridge 
Hospital at 4 P. M., as accepted the previous day, and the 
same was adopted as the report. 

(See report.) 

Dr. E. M. Jones was introduced and spoke relative to his 
work, which showed the board of Sunday Schools as doing 
a creditable and far-reaching work among the children 
everywhere. 

Usual announcements, and benediction by Bishop Shepard, 
of Kansas City. 

Afternoon Session. 

The afternoon session consisted of a rally for the Flint- 
Goodridge Hospital, at which time addresses were made by 
C. M. Melden, F. K. Reynolds, Dr. Watters and others. By 
special arrangements the conference visited the hospital 
in a special car. Arriving there Dr. Fuller and his splendid 
corps of workers took delight in showing the hospital and 
the advantages to be had therein. The outlay and enter- 
tainment will amply repay them in increased interest in 
the same. 

Night Session. 

The night services consisted on preaching by C. Johnson 
and J. J. Woolridge, with C. C. Landry acting as master 
of ceremonPies. 

The announcements and assignments of the ministers for 
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the several city pulpits were made, and the program for 
the conference Sabbath.

FIFTH DAY. 

Morning Session. 

Conference convened at 9 A. M. Devotional exercises 
were conducted by Professor F. B. Smith. Miss Viola Hurst, 
superintendent of the model Sunday School, called the 
school to order, and after the opening service the following 
teachers took charge of their several classes:

Professor M. S. Davage intro- 
duced Dr. C. M. Melden, president of New Orleans Univer- 
sity, who represented the cause of education and proved 
the grave necessity of loyalty to its appeals. 

Dr. J. R. Reynolds was introduced and brought us words 
of great encouragement upon the line of education.

Conference convened at 7:30 P. M.

Collection 
$8.37. The First Street choir, Miss Mary Todd presiding 
at the organ, delivered some choice selections, after which 
the conference joined in singing "America."

Dr. Sheridan was introduced and spoke at length with 
convincing power in the interest of the Epworth League. 

Dr. E. M. Jones represented the Board of Sunday Schools

SIXTH DAY.

H. A. Sorrel reported on Home Mission, which was adopted. 

J*B." Johnson reported on Sunday Schools, auditing com- 
mittee by R F. Long, conference claimants by J. O. Brown, 
and Lafon Old Folks' Home by S. S. Earl. 

Upon motion of H. Taylor the 3000 subscribers pledged 
be prorated among the several districts. Dr. R. E. Jones 
spoke relative to the same. Upon motion of C. W. Reeves, 
duly seconded, the amount of money from the annual con- 
ference investment fund, from last year and this year, 
would be turned over to the Preachers' Aid Society, was 
adopted. 

Treasurer W. J. M. Price made his report, which was 
adopted. 

Statistician Obee made his report, which was adopted. 
(See reports.) 

The amendment for Bishop for races and languages was 
adopted, 151 for and 1 against; the Wilmington proposition 
7 for adn 89 against; the Colorado proposition 28 for and bd 
against. 

Six hundred dollars was the amount asked of the con- 
ference for conference claimants for the year. The board 
of stewards read the amounts due the claimants, amounting 
to $3141, and the same was distributed in open cnoference. 

Bishop Shepard presided during the brief absence of 
Bishop Thirkield. 

Upon motion of J. D. Poole the other resolutions be 
passed in and published. 

Upon motion of D. S. Sloan the balance left from the board 
of stewards be divided between E. B. Richards and W. C. 
Turner.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON FREEDMAN'S AID SOCIETY. 

We rejoice in the information brought to us by the representatives 
of the society that this quadrennium has been the greatest in its 
history. It is very encouraging to know that there is no less interest 
in our education by our white people, and that there is marked 
increase in the giving of our people. 

Our conference voted last year to begin raising $5000 to pay off 
the debt due by New Orleans College, to the Freedmen's Aid Society. 
This was to be apportioned to districts, and by the District Superin- 
tendents to the charges. Of the above amount $700 has been raised. 
The raising of the $700 this year independent of the regualr Freed- 
man's Aid collection but shows what can be done. 

Resolved, therefore, that we agree to raise during the next year 
$2000 for conference, or local education. That the same be appor- 
tioned to the districts and by the District Superintendents to the 
charges in their districts on the basis of 25 cents per member. 

That of the amount raised 40 per cent should go to Gilbert Indus- 
trial Institute, for the upbuilding of the Institute, and 60 per cent 
to New Orleans University. That of the amount received for New 
Orleans College it shall be divided equally between the University 
on current account, and the debt due by the same to the society. 

Be it Resolved, That this collection is understood to be independent 
of the regular F. A. collection. 

That we deeply appreciate the work of President Melden and Prin- 
cipal Reynolds, and pledge them our continued support.

Expnses — $5.00 per month is allowed Mrs. Eliza Gant; $4.00 per 
month for the wash woman, and $12 per month for the cook; making 
a total of $21 per month, or $252 per year. 

Recommendation — We, the committee, recommend that the above 
amount be apportioned among the several districts of the Louisiana 
Conference, and that it be raised and reported to the Conference 
under the head of "Other Benevolences." The committtee further 
recommends a more vigorous campaign among the city pastors. The 
fence is also down. 

Inmates — We find in the house fifteen inmates, two helpers and 
one cook.
